NO HEAVEN FOR JOURNALISTS. 


A FANATICAL PARSON, 

The Rev, E, A. Hobby, pastor of a 
Baptist Church at Macclesficld, hag expell-- 
ed one of his deacons, Mr Hallam, for go- 
ing to a theatre, on the ground that, as the 
reverend gentleman expresses himself, ‘No 
person who ever onters a circus or theatre 


“can possibly be a Christian.' Of course, 


we have. only his word for it; only the 
dictum of Mr Hobby aud his sort, bat if 
tho parson’s interpretation: of Christianity 
ia not reliable, what are pursons for? The 
ease arose in connection with journalistic 
duties, the deacon in_question being a re- 
porter who had to go where he was ordered 
and report what Tre was sent to report, 
whether he liked it or not, and he told 
the Reverend-Hobby that he didn’t like 
to visit theatres and circuses, and only 
did it becuse he was compelled to do ‘so, 
Thereupon the parson laid - down~ a 
further rule, that no Journalist can be saved 
from damnation. He did noteven putin 
the remotely saving clause that there was 
as much chance us for wcamel to go through 
the eye of a needle ; no,.not ifa wholo mon. 
agerie should go through the eyo of a needle 
ean a newspaper man hope for heaven, nor 
a patron of the theatre and circus seo 
salvation. This is scrious thing’ for us.
